Mayor Mott Anxious That Out-

That a city legislative tody, Including1 


one or more members elected from the 
annexed district, would havo to test its 
standing as' a council In the courts be- 
foro It could proceed to transact the bus- 
iness of the city, is the opinion of expert 
attorneys who hare examined the Ap- 
pellate Court decision, bearing- upon the 
eligibility of candidates from tho annexed 
territory under the provisions of the-new 
charter. 
It was admitted this moraine 
by Cfty Attorney Ben F. "Woolnor and 
Assistant City Attorney O'Brien that the 
case d eclded from Los Angeles by 
the 
southern district of the Appellate Court 
of California 
is apparently analogous, 


and that orr^tho faco of tho decision it 
seems to bar' annexed residents from of- 
fice under tho new charter. 
City 
Attorney 
'Woolner 
stated this 


morning- that ho had received intimations 
that 
he would be asked for a formal 
opinion as to the eligibility of candidates 
from the new portion of the city, and that 
if he was asked he would consider It his 
duty to present such an opinion for the 
benefit of any candidate, 


STILL HAS HOPE. 


"Frankly, I would be glad to find de- 


cisions favorable to the representatives 
from the annexed territory, and I~have 
still some hope of being able to give an 
opinion favorable to them," said 'Wool- 
ner this morning. "But my opinion, would 
havo no-more weight officially than that 
of a.n- attorney employed by any of tho 
candidates concerned. 
The matter, in 
the last anaylsls, would have to be set- 
tled In tho courts it anybody raised the 
question. 


"Off hand, I would say that the word- 


ins of the Appellate Court decision hand- 
ed down in December appears to be un- 
equivocal, and there seems to be little 
doubt that tha cases of the San Pedro 
editor and the candidates from the an- 
nexed district are analogous." 
According to counsel employed by some 


of the candidates, there are two ways In 
which tho question of eligibility may be 
settled definitely, and both entail a re- 
sort to the- courts. It Is believed that it 
will bo impossible for a council including 
a member from the annexed district to 
transact business without a resort to the 
courts. 


WOULD MEAN TANGLE. 


The case would coma «p as a result 


of the election of a cJandldato from, the 
annexed district to office- under the new 
charter at the municipal election. 
Im- 


mediately upon, the vote being counted, 
the candidate 
running second, who, in 
case the first was "disqualified, would be 
elected, could commence- prc-ceedlnga to 
enjoin the council from, meeting and as- 
signing the representative of tho xan- 
nexed dJstrict--to the commlsstonship. The 
matter would be taken to the Superior 
Court 
and possibly to 
the Appellate 


Court. 
It is believed that before the 


council could be legally constituted tho 
legislative body of the cl ty, some such 
action would have to be taken if a rep- 
resentative 
from the annexed district 


should be elected. 
There is some talk among1 the- candi- 
dates of settling the matter before elec- 
tion time by Invoking the second alter- 
native to get it before the courts. 
A 


friendly suit could be commenced and 
this would probably settle the matter 
immediately. 


PARALLEL PRECEDENT. 


A precedent that Is exactly parallel Is 
presented In a case taken to the apjpel- 
lato court of thla Jurisdiction, fronrf'fean 
.lose In May, 1908, which Involved a ques- 
tion as to the charter of that city. The 
right of the city clerk to place a cer- 
tain referendum In the ballot aa author- 
ized, by the city council was brought1 Jn. 
question by John. A. Gallndo. 
Galindo- 
mandamused tho city clerk to strike 
out the questionable matter In the bal- 
lot prior to the election, on the ground 
that no authority for submission of the 
proposition was contained in the 
city 
charter. 
Tho mandamus was sustained 
by the appellate court, district No. one, 
the opinion being written by Justice J. 
Kerrigan, Justices J. A. Cooper and J. 
Hall concurring. 
The* following words 
were used: 
"The mandamus would lie to compel 
the city cle-rk to- remove such question, 
submitted without legal authority, from 
tho sample ballots and from tho vot- 
ing machines." 


SUIT MAY TEST CASE, 


It is possible that a mandamus suit, 
may be commenced to decide the present 
caso in a friendly manner. It would then 
He with the courts to decide whether 
or not the city clerk should strike out 
the names of candidates from the an- 
nexed district on. the <rround that they 
had not been residents of tha city foV 
the time required by the city charter, 
Mayor Frank K. Mott expressed him- 


self as greatly disappointed that the eli- 
gibility of tha annexed district electors 
should be called in question in any way. 
Ho said this morning; 
"I hope the matter will not prove a, 
serious condition. We have always sup- 
posed that having been residents 
and 
voters of the territory annexed, they 
would be legally qualified in every way 
as candidates for office within the old 
city and under tho new charter. It may 
ba possible in tha Jig-ht of this recent 
legislation, however, that It will bo nec- 
essary to decide tho matter by a friendly 
test cose. .1 hopo that even this will n'ot 
be n ecessary, aa we wish to give tho 
resi d en ts of the ami exed terrl tory tho 
fullest rights under the new charter 
and would not curtail those privileges in 
the remotest manner, \ 
"There Is no question but that mor- 
ally they are entitled to Lhe full privi- 
leges of citizenship enjoyed by tho old 
city. Every effort muat be made to ex- 
tend these- rights to> them. If by so-me 
technicality this right to be elected to 
office i» called In question, it Is to be 
hoped that the law will work out in line 
wllh. justice to the annexed district. It 
would seem almost Impossible that i t 
should be otherwise, and I have every 
hope that the matter will be settled to 
the satisfaction of the people In tho 
annexed territory."

Believe That Oakland Would'Be 


Benefited if Measure 


Were Repealed/ 


A bitter attack upon the meat in- 


spection ordinance and the manner In 
which the meat inspection la being 
handled in :this city, was made by a 
delegation from the Merchants' Ex- 
change and 
members ot the 
local 


markets at a meeting ot the board of 
lealth last night. 
It was declared 
that the Inspection 
was inadequate 


and little protection to Oakland, that 
t was expensive and had resulted In 
the raising of prices of meats In Oak- 
and, and that it placed this city at a 
disadvantage as compared to Berkeley, 
Alameda and Emeryville. 
The attack was made by Eugene 


Young, Wilber Walker, oecretary. of 
the Merchants' Exchange, and Man- 
ager Loher of a San Pablo avenue 
market. 
It was answered by Dr. E. 


A. Archibald, head of the meat Inspec- 
tion bureau and veterinary of the 
city, who declared the meat Inspec- 
tion a 
necessary 
protection to the 


health of the community. No action 
was taken on the matter, and it is 
possible that the complairX of the «c- 
change will bo taken before the city 
council. 
Special objection wah made to 
the 
manner In which the newly pased meat 
Inspection ordinance is enforced with 
respect to bringing of hogs 
slaughtered 
outside the city Into Oakland. 
"Under the new ordinance," said Eu- 
gent Young, speaking foi- the committee 
from the exchange, . "the stamp of the 
inspector cannot be placed on hogs kiUoa 
outside the cit3r, and there Is no ade- 
cjuata provisions for slaughtering hogs 
within the city. As a consequence much 
of the best meat is taken to Berkeley 
and Alameda, and prices have 
been 
raised materially in Oakland since the 
ordinance has been made effective. This 
Is unjust to local consumers and to the 
butchers and dealers in meats." 
"We speak not for the market man,' 
-aid Secretary 
Wilber 
Walker. 
"We 
speak for the consumers of meat In Oak- 
land. 
"We lived for forty years without 
inspection, and the health of the people 
of Berkeley and Alameda, where there 
13 no Inspection, does not seem to be im- 
paired." 
Doctor Archibald defended the, 
meat 
Inspection, declaring' that to be assured 
that pork Is clean It is necessary for the 
Inspector to see the animal when It Is 
killed or before the viscera are removed. 
T.wo houses were oondermfetl by the 
board of health on-acount of general un- 
sanitary conditions, and the owners giv- 
en ten days to have the houses vacated 
and renovated. 
The first was at 162 
Second street, owned by M. Jonas; and 
the second on the north side of Twenty- 
fifth street .75 feet east of Telegraph, 
owned by A. Austin.

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Justice for the Annexed District. 


The suggestion that residents of the annexed district are ineligi- 


ble to 'hold office under the new charter is preposterous; also unjust 
and thrown out with invidious and crafty intent. The object is to 
discredit the candidacy of citizens residing~in the territory recently 
annexed. 


It is a proposition that is unsupported by law, common sense 


and common fairness. The new charter was framed since the con- 
solidation took place, and hence applies literally and in the broadest 
sense to all the territory embraced within the municipal limits at the 
time the new charter became the organic law of the city. Any citizen 
who has resided in any .part of that territory for four years prior to 
the pending election is eligible to hold office under the municipal- 
ity. It is nonsense to urge that the district in which he. resides has.. 
not been a part of Oakland for four years. The fact that it is a part 
of Oakland now is sufficient to legally qualify him. 


Annexation carried all the privileges of citizenship with it. The 


annexed district is "not a part of Oakland for one purpose and not a 
part of it for another. Any argument to the contrary springs from 
self-seeking and savors of dishonesty. It is exploited, in. this in- 
stance, from distinctly discreditable motives. Its gross unfairness 
to the inhabitants of the annexed district is self-evident. 
Its pur- 


pose is manifest. 


When the people of the annexed district were asked to con- 


solidate with Oakland they were promised a full share in the munic- 
ipal government. They were promised representation in the gov- 
erning body and a voice in the administration of public affairs. 
Those promises should be kept. They are pledges of good faith 
that cannot be honorably broken. 


Of course the question of eligibility to 'hold office is one of cold 


Baw, but the attempt to cut citizens of-the annexed district off from 
khe right to hold office under the new charter rests upon a technical- 
ity so small and narrow as to make it contemptible. It is an effort 
tto justify a breach of faith on grounds that are at once insufficient 
and dishonorable. It is a ground that is not based upon an upright 
and sincere interpretation of the law. 
• 


Now the annexed district contains fully one^-fifth the popula- 


tion of the entire city; it embraces more than orle-halE the super- 
.ficial area of Oakland, and it has many needs'and problems local to 
the district. Population in this territory is growing by leaps and 
Abounds. Hence the present and growing importance of this ex- 
tensive district entitles it to representation in the City Commission, 
a representation that was pledged when the annexation campaign 
•was in progress. To deny it the representation it was promised, 
and to which it is justly entitled would be a shameful act of bad 
.faith. We do not for a moment believe any judge would sanction 
it if anybody were bold enough to ask the courts to deny the citi- 
•zens of the annexed district their rights. 
Ana while on this 


subject, we will suggest that it is playing with fire to interpose 
technical obstacles to citizens of the annexed district exercising 
rights in common with the rights of citizens residing in other quar- 
ters of the city. Such devices are certain to provoke resistance and 
resentment. 


Simon Bcrthold, the "American" leader of insurrectos in Mex 


ico, says he will fire on United States troops should they enter Mex- 
ico. This "Mexican" patriot is ferocious. He will smash the United 
States in a jiffy if Uncle Sam crosses him. But he is an "Ameri- 
can" citizen. 
Doubtless he was born in Europe and became an 


•American by adoption. He says the government at Washington is 
as bad as the government of Diaz. This is high praise for the gov- 
,.ernment of Mexico. If the federals should capture the blood-thirsty 
;'Berthold he would promptly appeal to our government for protec- 
tion from the punishment he has invited and richly merited. 


"Diaz is not ill/' says Jose I. Limanto-ur, the Mexican minister 


-of finance. But Diaz is old and infirm and his government is show- 
ing signs of sickness. 


The "menacing growth of Los Angeles" is pointed at to justify 


the scheme to let San Francisco dismember the contiguous coun- 
ties and gobble up such adjacent towns as pleases her fancy. What 
is there about the growth of Los Angeles that is menacing? Whom 
does it menace and in what respect is it menacing? Is the "menace" 
of sufficient importance to justify putting the whole bay region un- 
der martial law to San Francisco?

The value of cheese as a food is per- 


petually challenged but chiefly- Ijy those 
who contend that it Is not digestible. 
With a, view to determining that point 
the government has conducted a series 
of experiments and it willj gratify 
the 


heart of the cheese-maker and of the 
farmer -who sells milk to the creamery, 
to be told after careful study -of 
the 


•whole question that cheese is quite as 
digestible as any other staple food and 
much more so than many that are popu- 
lar on that account. 


It is probably a surprise to find as 


the result of digestion experiments that 
age of cheese has 'practically nothing to 
do with Us food value or ease o£ diges- 
tion. 
Whether It be one day or half a 


year is of little moment, BO that the 
cream curd is kept as any food should be 
under sanitary conditions. 
In these ex- 


periments cheese was used more as a 


foot! than as an appetizer, or digrestor, 
for it is amone the curiosities of food 
fliat many take a little cheese for diges- 
tion while many also insist that cheese 
Itself Is not digestible. 


Experiments on the same subject have 


been carried on In Minnesota, the test 
being broadened out there to Include cold 
storage cheese, even that which had 
been kept a year and a half In tha 
cooler, and very favorable report* coma 
from that, also from the value of skim 
milk cheese which can be made up so 
as to be agreeable to taste and yet sold 
cheaply. 


It is recited that many peoples eat 


cheese as an article of diet. The subject 
is of interest and of Importance In this 
part of the world because New York is 
the foremost cheese maxmg state la the 
Union and southern tier counties ara 
notably favorable for dairy fanning.— 
Buffalo News.

The Mobilization of the American Army. 


The hysterical talk in the newspapers about the United States 


intervening- in the affairs of Mexico is ridiculous. It is worse, more- 
over, for it creates false impressions abroad and increases the dis- 
trust that is felt in the South American countries for the United 
States. Mobilizing American troops on the Mexican border is in 
no sense a movement hostile to the Mexican government nor is it 
evidence of any intent to intervene in Mexico for or against the in- 
surgents. The movement of American 
troops within American 


territory does not concern Europe; in no sense does it affect Euro- 
pean interests. Certainly it is no ground for European complaint 
although some American papers speak of the mobilizing of the 
United States army as something that European powers would have 
a right to protest against. 
i 


For a long time American military men have discerned the 


necessity of exercising the military forces of the United States in 
field maneuvers. All the great nations mobilize their armies an- 
nually for field practice in the mass, but 'hitherto the -United States- 
has neglected this essential of military training. 
Our troops are 


scattered about the country in small detachments, and both of Peers 
and men are wholly unaccustomed to field operations on a Js-^e 
scale. The younger officers have had no experience in the .handling of 
large bodies of troops in the field; operating in the mass under con- 
ditions suggestive of the conditions of actual warfare. They sare 
not taught 'how to handJe, canton, maneuvre and provision an army 
in the field, with all the units operating in accordance with a gen- 
eral plan. No doubt the present mobilizing is, in the main, to rem- 
edy this defect in our military organization. 


It may fairly be presumed, however, that the Mexican border 


was selected as the scene of the maneuvres partly because of the 
insurrection now in progress against the Mexican government. The 
use by the insurgents of American soil as a base of attack on the 
n-overnment of Mexico has necessitated energetic action on the part 
of the American authorities. The constant violation of the neutral- 
ity laws along the Rio Grande has compelled the dispatch of a large 
military force to the Mexican border. While doing field duty there 
the troops can be put through the field maneuvres which have long

MARVEL OF CINEMATOGRAPH 


A 
cinematograph 
apparatus 
which 


takes pictures with Intervals of one five- 
thousandth of a second has been in- 
vented by Dr. Cranz of the Military 
Academy of Berlin. 
A striking example 


of the power of the apparatus shows a 
bullet fired at a bladder of water that 
is hung on a string. 


The eye only sees a little smoke from 


the pistol and a couple of holes in tha 
bladder, from 
which the water runs; 


but when this is cinematographed and 
the film is shown slowly a very interest- 
ing series of operations can be watched. 


•First the bullet is' seen appro aching-. 


It is traveling 1000 feet a second, but If 
seems to move quite deliberately. 
In 


iront of It and extending a long- way 
abox'o and below It is a dim line, "bent 
sharply 
immecl lately before the 
"bullet. 


A bullet can no more pass through air 
than a Vessel can through water with- 
out making1 a wave; and this is the air 
wave. 
It is made visible on account of 


its different density, just as the wavfes 
In air seen above a chimney or over 
hot gro-uncl.. 


Behind the bullet come scattered grains 


of the powder 'that" have not been burned, 
and traveling- more slowly still comes 
the wad.- Tho bullet enters the bladder 
and 
disappears 
inside, a little water 


spurting out. of the hole it makey. Then 
it reaches the other side, but it no longer 
cuts through at once, as it did when' 
the bladder was backed up by the wa- 
ter.

Seate last nicrht passed a bill by Assem- 
blyman 
Griffin 
establishing an 
eight- 


hour day for women, in public employ- 
ments except in preservation of perish- 
able fruits. 
The vote was 34 to 5. The 


bill no-w goes to the Governor for hla 
signature. 


Hysterical scenes marked the hours of 


debate which, preceded the final roll call, 
As one amendment after another pro- 
posed to the bill was voted down, the 
crowds which packed the Senate galler- 
ies #rew more demonstrative -until Pres- 
ident pro tern Boynton announced that 
he would not tolerate any further dem- 
onstration, and at the final roll call. Miss 
Maude Younger of San Franoiaco-, leader 
of the delegation working- for the bill, 
ceased checking off .names, curled up 
In her gallery seat and wept for joy. 


TEXT OF BILL. 


The text of the bill, except the penalty 


clause, is as folloivd; 


"No female shall be employed in any 


manufacturing; 
mechanical or mercan- 


tile establishment, laundry, hotel or res- 
taurant. or telegraph or telephone estab- 
lishment or office, or by any express or 
transportation 
company 
Jn this state, 


more than eight hours during any one 
day or more than forty-eight hours in 
one week. 
The hours of work may be 


so arranged as to permit the employ- 
ment of females at any time so that 
they shall not 
work mom than eight 


hours during the twenty-four hours of 
one day, or forty-eight hours during- any 
one week, provided, however, that the 
provisions of this section in relation to 
the hours of employment shall not apply 
to nor affect the harvesting, curing, can- 
ning or drying of any variety of per- 
"iFhable fruit or vegetable. 
* "Every employer In any manufactur- 
ing, mechanical or mercantile establish- 
ment, laundry, hotel or 
restaurant or 


other establishment employing any fe- 
male, shall provide suitable seats for all 
female employes and shall permit them 
to use such -seats when they are not 
engaged in the active duties oC their em- 
ployment." 


FINE AND IMPRISONMENT. 


A fine of from ?56 to $200, or impris- 


onment in Jail from five to thirty days 
is provided for each violation. 


The culminating struggle against the 


bill was conducted by Senator "Wright of

9.5 per cent from S3 to $6 per week; 28.8 
per cent from $6 to 
SO; 26.5 per cent 


from $9 to $12. and the others between 
$12 and 
123, except 1.8 per cent, who 


received over $25 per week. He declared 
that most large 
mercantile 
establish- 


ments do not nay women for over time 
and cited the number, of states having 
laws already ^limiting hours ot labor for 
women. 
Senator Wright, declaring his friendli- 


ness to working men, asserted that the 
law was too radical. 
He described a 


visit he and Senator Hewitt made last 
Monday to the California cotton mills 
and two San Francistco mercantile estab- , 
Hshments. in all of which he said, the ' 
women opposed the bill because they ex- 
pected it would deprive them of their- 
Saturday half-holiday. 


VOTES FOR BILU. 


"Women are entitled to labor to the 


extent of their abilities," declared Sen- 
ator Gates. 
He eventually 
said 
he 


would vote for the bill _but believed It 
was a mistake to pass It, as it stood. 


Senator Stetson declared that women 


have not the chance, under existing eco- 
nomic conditions to determine how they 
shall labor and that this right must be 
given them by l^srislatlon,.. 


Senator Hewitt favored -a 9-hour bill. 


He repudiated what he said was a. be- 
lief in some o.uarters that the southern 
part of the state 1» not friendly to labor, 
declaring that the working man there 
farea as well, is paid as much, and Is 
respected as highly, as elsetrhsre in the 
state.

hours In the senate. 


OAKliAND IN DISCUSSION. 


The longest sustained discussion thus 


far in the session of the legislature was 
that of the 8-hour day for women and 
In It some attention was paid to Oak- 
land, Senator Wright of. San Diego com-- 
pllmentlng the management of the Cali- 
fornia Cotton Mills of''that placo for the 
excellent manner in which the. company 
treated their female employes. After de- 
tailing the result of his visit to a, num- 
ber of shoDs in San Francisco, in which 
several hundred female operatives were 
given employment, he paid his attention 
to the mills in question, as follows: 


"There Is another institution that we 


visited and that I want to tell you 
about. 
That was the cotton mills of 


Oakland. We had been told on this floor, 
that the women of those mills.,di3 want 
the S-hour.. law, but that their .employers 
had compelled them to stand on a differ- 
ent basis. 


"After our investigation ana after talk- 


ing with the girls themselves, I want to 
say that that telegram was false and a 
wJIfu! misstatement of the facts. 


TALKED TO EMPLOYES. 


"We were- given every opportunity to 


talk with the girls. We were shown to 
a room where there were no other per- 
sons present but the girls and our- 
selves. 


"We spent there from a half to three- 


quarters of an hour. It has been stated 
here that these mills were injurious to 
health. That is not BO. There is not a 
better ventilated room in this capitol and 
there is no better ventilation to be found 
in any store in California, 


: "It was sold that the work was In- 
'jurlous to health. 
We- saw there a 


woman who did not appear to have as 
yet gotten out of her teens. We asked: 
'How long have you been an employe of 
this establishment?' She answered, 'Just 
23 consecutive years.' I said,, 'Does this 
work tend to injure your health?' 
Her 


answer was, 'Look at .me.' 


REMAIN FOR YEARS. 


"The 
women remain 
in the employ 


for years. There was only one who had 
been there for a short time and she had 
been there for two years. 
Several have 


been there for 10 years and wo found one 
who had been there for 16 years. 


"ThB condition' of things there Is an 


argument in favor of a 9-hour day. 


"The 350 -women who work in the Cali- 


fornia cotton mills in Oakland have been 
misrepresented 
on the 
floor 
of this 


house."

Speaking on the amendment, Senator 


Stotson of Oakland saidi 


"It has been said- on the floor of this 


senate that the right of wojnen to labor 
is one that, should be resolved in favor 
of hfir liberty in that regard. 
There is 


no 
use 
of playing with words. • The 


question to be determined is the socio- 
logical one and the welfare of the state, 
the Question of what is the best thins 
for women. 
I am willing to risk an. 


opinion any time this issue confronts us. 
Employers of labor of women assume 
that the matter is of light moment. They 
'will toll you of the sanitary condition 
of their places of business, that there is 
no harm in a 9 or 10-hour law and that 
they are well cared for any way. 
If we 


are going to do anything, the argument 
should be that which will work out tlis 
welfare of women."

SACRAMENTO^ March 9.—The ex-

did not 
know how to relieve the 
condition 
which existed; at the hospital, espec- 
ially in the matter of sxipplyins a new 
hospital, for th,e old institution. Every- 
body, he said, admitted 'that a new 
hospital was 
the . , only 
means by 
wJiich relief .could be afforded the 
sufferers. 
Such a. hospital, however, 
could not be built without money and 
yet, 
if the supervisors shoxild- decide 
upon building a new building, the leg- 
islature might pass a law which could 
render their efforts futile. 
.• According to the lawmakers -Super- 
visor Bridge evidently had in mind 
the fact that the Alameda county 
delegation had agreed to amend the 
law determining the general powers 
9f supervisors, by setting 
forth the 
conditions under 
which the 
board 
might spend money for repairs and 
.structures and when in" the expendt- 
ture^of more than $50,000, an affirm- 
ative vote of a" majority ot the peo- 
ple would have to be secured. 


BELL IS PASSED. 


It happens as a coincidence that 
last night the bill which Supervisor 
Bridge had in mind was passed with- 
out a dissenting vote by the Senate. 
This was Senate bill 925 and provides, 
among other things, as follows: 


"Provided, however, that -ft'here the 
estimated cost of the construction or 
repair of any turnpike 
» • 
* 


within the county, or any building or 
any structure of the character referr- 
ed to In subdivisions five and eight 
of this section, exceeds the sum of 
$50,000, the board must submit to the 
qualified electors of the county, at 
the next general election, the question 
whether such work shall be done or 
whether such work shall not be done. 
The question so submlted shall con- 
a brif aatement of the work to be 
done and the estimated cost thereof. 
If a majority of the votes cast on 
such question at such an election be 
in favor of performing the work, the 
board shall have power to order such 
work done in the manner provided 
by law." 


In view of the fact that the neces- 
sity for a new hospital in Alameda 
"county is manifest, 
legislators here 
say they cannot believe that the su- 
pervisors would not be sustained by 
the people,In an election to authorize 
the raising of money with w^ich to 
build a new hospital. 


ANOTHER PROVISO. 


There is, however, another proviso 


in the measure that would seem to 
authorize the supervisors to do the 
same 
thing in a grea't 
emergency, 
even without submitting- the matter 
to the people, because the concluding 
Jines of the section run as follows: 
"Provided, further, that in case of 
great emergency, by the unanimous 
consent of the -whole board, they may 
proceed at once to replace or repair 
any and all bridges and 
structures 
without notice." 


County officers here say that they 


do not believe the supervisors would 
undertake the erection of a new hos- 
pital without making- an appeal to 
the people, but; at the same time they 
declare that tHe proviso last quoted 
empowers them, If they see fit, to en- 
ter upon such an undertaking. 


Another section in the bill passed 
by tho senate requires that plans and 
specifications be provided for repairs 
to bridges, wharves, etc.. where the 
estimate of cost exceeds $500. Neither 
may a structure costing more than 
$2500, without plans and specifica- 
tions, be adopted by the board. Five 
days' notice must also be given of 
sale of county property if the goods 
are valued at $75. If of less than 
that value, the transfer may be at 
private sale. 


JUVENILE COURT BILL. 


In response to the request of a num- 


ber of prominent attorneys of Oakland, 
Senator ^Stetson has secured the passage 
of his bill, No. 1013, which lias to do with 
the management of the juvenile court. 
Among other features, • the measure al- 
lows the court 
to require of probation 


defendants a bond as a guarantee of good 
.conduct. It enables the welfare of the 
person under probation to be more satis- 
factorily met than it can be under the 
present law which In "some of its re- 
quirements in inflexible.

and has several times suffered bodily 
hurt in her efforts for "tho cause." She 
wears the Boadicea 
badge 
and 
clasp 


which is only given tto tthise who are 
personally hurt or incovenlenced during 
the suffragette 
demonstrations. 


With all this she is a slip of a girl 


who looks too frail for the deeds 
of 


daring-do tthat are credit to her in tthe 
annals of suffrage. One. of her first ad- 
dresses in this country was made in 
Boston, and the Boston Globe says of 
her appearance: 


"We are 
at least 
Indebted 
to. the

woman

campaigns for woman suffrage with the

which said: 


"Mother, I almost drowned yester-

can't swim, and yesterday he went out 
in a boat to where it was over his 
head. 
The rest of us -were out there, 


too. 
He had a pair of water wings, 


and eo he thought he was safe. 
He 


got into tha water and swam awhile 
and then, finding that the water was 
real 
deep, 
got 
frightened 
and 


'squashed' the air out of the wings 
and went down. 
I was sitting in the 


boat, and 
when I heard 
him yell 


'Help!' went after him as fast as I 
could. 


"As soon as I got near him he 


grabbed me and pushed me under. 
He was terribly frightened and was 
trying to put his feet on my should- 
ers. 
If he had succeeded I wouldn't 


be alive now. 
Luckily I got hold of 


him and set out for the boat. When 
Isabel Lucas 
(Miss Bromley's 
girl 


friend) saw me grab him she tried to 
get the boat to us, but it was a big 
sailboat, and 
she couldn't 
move It 


much. 
I got him around the waist 


and 
took him backward. 
When I 


reached the 
boat I was .about ex- 
hausted, for he held onto me tight 
and-he was hard to move. He at flrst 
grabbed me so tight that I thought 
he'd choke me. I know now what the 
grip of a drowning person is. 


"Aunt Annie says you 
know his 


father and mother. He lives in Tren- 
ton and his mother's name was Birt- 
sell. He's very 
grateful. 
I really 


thought my last moment had 
come 


when he grabbed me and ducked me. 
I was so tired when I got him to the 
boat that I couldn't do anything but 
hold onto the boat and lie In the wa- 
ter. 
I'm. not altogether rested yet."
